event in Chicago this weekend

World Series is coming to Chicago in 2016, regardless of what the 
Cubs and White Sox do this season. OK, that’s a little mean, because 
r — what we’re referring to has nothing to do with baseball. But it has 
everything to do with the Super Bowl ... of sailing. (OK, we’ll stop.) 
This weekend will mark the first time Chicago has hosted an event associated with 
the prestigious America’s Cup. The Louis Vuitton America’s Cup World Series will 
be held just off Navy Pier on Saturday and Sunday (with practices Friday) and will 


feature the world’s best sailors. 

So if someone asks you what all those sleek-looking boats are doing just off shore, there’s your 
answer. And if competitive sailing is a bit of a knowledge gap for you, like it is for many of us, 
here are answers to other America’s Cup FAQs for this weekend. 


Who’s competing? 

There are boats from six countries at this 
World Series event: ORACLE TEAM USA, 
Artemis Racing (Sweden), Land Rover BAR 
(Great Britain), Emirates Team New Zealand, 
SoftBank Team Japan and Groupama Team 
Erance. 

what’s at stake? 

Eor ORACLE TEAM USA, mostly pride 
and a chance to size up the competition. As 
the defending America’s Cup champion, the 
team already has punched its ticket to the big 
event in Bermuda in June 2017. 

The other five teams are trying to qualify 
as the challenger, and this weekend is one 
of several events that started in 2015 and 
continue through this year that give them a 
chance to earn points before America’s Cup 
qualifiers begin in early 2017. There is no 
prize money at stake this weekend. 

What’s the format? 

There are two races Saturday and two 
Sunday Eor the races on Saturday, the winner 
earns 10 points, second place collects nine, 
third place eight and so on. Points are scored 
double on Sunday when the winner of each 
race collects 20 points, second place 18 and 
so on. The team with the most points at the 
conclusion of racing is the winner. (Ties are 
broken in favor of the team with the best 
result in the last race). 

Races begin at 1:30 p.m. and end around 
3 p.m. each day, making them about as long as 


ABOUT THE BOATS 

The America’s Cup World Series features AC45 
yachts, each of which costs about $1 million 
and accommodates a crew of five. Make no 
mistake, this is a sport in the wheelhouse of 
millionaires and billionaires. Here are the specs 
of the boats you’ll see this weekend. 

Beam (width): 22.6 feet

How fast can the boats go? 

About 35 knots, or just over 40 mph for those 
of us who generally prefer cars to boats. 

Any Chicago connections? 

Yes. The most prominent is Matt Cassidy 
who has served as a bowman (the one hang- 
ing off the front of the boat or scaling the 
mast to make sure everything’s connected) 
for ORACLE TEAM USA. He spent seven 
years in Chicago starting in 2008, racing 
professionally in the city Also, Blackhawks 
national anthem singer Jim Cornelison will 
perform “The Star-Spangled Banner” before 
the races begin Saturday 

Who’s this weekend’s favorite? 

Probably Emirates Team New Zealand, 
which won the most recent World Cup event 
in May in New Y)rk and leads the standings 
heading into the Chicago races. 

Don’t sleep on ORACLE TEAM USA, 
however, which has won the past two Ameri- 
ca’s Cups (2010 and 2013). An American team 
has won the Cup an astounding 29 times, 
including every race between 1851 and 1980. 

Do boats ever capsize? 

Yes, and it can be scary An ORACLE TEAM 
USA catamaran capsized in March in Ber- 
muda; fortunately there were no injuries to 
the six sailors onboard. However, in 2013 an 
English sailor was killed during practice near 
San Erancisco when his team’s boat flipped 
onto its side and he was trapped underwater 
for 10 minutes. 

Does it cost anything to watch? 

Only if you want to observe from the Race 
Village, which is taking over the east end 
of Navy Pier. Eor adults, Eriday admission 
is $19 and Saturday or Sunday admission is 
$35; there are weekend passes that cover all 
three days for $59. Tickets can be purchased 
at acws-chicago.americascup.com/tickets. 
The village includes concessions, big screens 
on which to follow the action and interactive 
exhibits, among other features.

Does ORACiy TEAM USA 
really capitalize its name 
like that all the time? 

Judging by the team’s website, app and press 
releases, that appears to be the case. But 
they’re the two-time defending champs, so 
they can do whatever they want. 

Why is this such a big deal? 

Because prestige. The America’s Cup is the 


oldest active international trophy in sports; 
it was first contested in 1851 off the coast of 
England. Only four countries have won the 
title (United States, Switzerland, Australia, 
New Zealand); the competition has been 
held 34 times. Shoutout to Switzerland, 
which has won twice despite being a land- 
locked country The other European nations 
could learn something, eh?

As a blogger, how do you find balance 
between posting fresh content and doing 
all the other stuff that comes with being an 
author and entrepreneur? 

When I first started, I posted three days a 
week without fail. Even when I was writing 
the book, I managed to do that. I have no 
idea how. I was probably never sleeping, just 
up baking and cooking all the time. Then it 
went down to two. And now it’s more like one 
post a week, sometimes one every two weeks. 
I’ve been allowing myself to be OK with that 
and accept that it’s OK that I’m not crazy 
posting all the time. 

The food blog market is definitely saturated. 
How did you find your niche? Was it always 
obvious? 

It was always a very natural fit for me. I think 
that when you’re trying to figure out what 
your focus is going to be as a food blog, you 
shouldn’t force it. It should be something 
that’s very natural to you and comes with 
ease. For me, I knew right away that the 
name would be Grandbaby Cakes and that 
the focus would be family recipes with a 
modern twist. From day one, that was the 
focus. I had no other ideas in mind. Now, 
sure enough. I’ve kind of edged out of certain 
things and changed other things around, but 
everything still has the same focus. You can 
always change your route or focus, but you 
should stay on the same path. 

Solid advice. You seem to have the balance 
of old-school and new-school mastered. 

For me, it’s figuring out my past while also 
carving my own way Some of the recipes 
are classic and traditional; they’re straight 
from my grandmother. A lot are just my spin 
or take on classics. I try to remix it a bit, 
make it cooler, doper, more me. I’m not the 
grandmother. I’m the grandbaby Y)u can

respect the past— and a lot of those recipes 
are golden, and I would never touch them at 
all— but there are ways to make them newer 
and hipper. I hope I forge the middle and find 
a place where you can have both.

I don’t know that I’ve had that moment yet. 
I’ve had a few really awesome milestones 
where I felt that I was on my way like going 
on the “Today” show It had been a dream of 
mine for like three years. Same thing with 
“Rachael Ray” The NAACP Image Award 
nomination was a huge deal, too. My first 
book was so exciting. Those were a few mo- 
ments where I thought to myself, “Oh. Oh, 
my gosh. I’m on my way” I don’t think I’ve 
made it yet, but I’m definitely on my way 


YouVe talked about African-American 
women being severely underrepresented in 
the cookbook scene. Why do you think that 
is? 

It’s not just the cookbook scene. It’s in gen- 
eral, in every facet, in every industry ... There 
just needs to be more room. I hope that I’m 
carving a niche that feels very authentic that 
anyone can relate to, not just African-Amer- 
icans. Everyone has these recipes that they 
feel connected to. We all have these family 
moments and memories that 
make us feel alive. Anyone can 
relate to those ideals, right? 

Are there any assumptions 
or stereotypes people have 
made about you as a food 
writer that you want to shake? 

I heard someone say to me, 

“Do you feel like it’s stereo- 
typical to be in a kitchen or 
have a career in the kitchen 
as a woman?” ... You’d never 
say anything about men in the 
kitchen as chefs or restaura- 
teurs. I’m a boss. I’m an entrepreneur. This is 
what I happen to love. Food is a connector in 
so many ways, and family is so important to 
me. Being able to push those ideals is a great 
thing to be a part of Regardless of how you 
feel about the stereotype, it’s all positive. 

You have a iot of awesome women in your 
world, and they’re clearly part of your every- 
day life and career. How have those relation- 
ships changed as you’ve grown up? 

The friendship aspect. When you’re young, 
you look at them as authority figures and 
you’re in awe of them. And I stiU am, but in 
a different way I call my mom my bestie. 
We’re so close and we’re friends. The respect 
and admiration have always been there, but 


there’s just a level of friendship that develops 
when you grow up. You connect on a different 
level. I love that aspect of our relationship 
now 

Beyond the baking genes, what qualities do 
you hope to inherit from your grandmother? 

She just keeps it going and has so much en- 
ergy I want to be just like her. She’s so funny 
and one of the most heartwarming and loving 
people. She just has a genuine love for people. 
And that’s what I always 
gathered from being around 
her and being in her presence: 
kindness, being kind to people 
and seeing how far that goes. 

Is there a recipe that’s thera- 
peutic to you? 

For me, it’s usually just a good 
old-fashioned pound cake. I 
don’t need a book. I don’t need 
a recipe. It’s very natural to me. 
Give me a mixer and an oven 
and I’m going. I’ve got Spotify 
on and I’m going with it. It 
feels really good and it’s calming. It’s soothing 
like a bubble bath. 

I have to ask, is there a second book in the 
works yet? 

Definitely possibly in the works soon. I have 
not been scared off the mountain yet. Even 
though it was a crazy experience. I definitely 
want to do savory [recipes] in the next book, 
whenever that happens. I don’t want to be 
put in a box as just desserts. I did think it 
was a good starting point, though. I mean. 

I’m Grandbaby Cakes, so it makes sense to 
do a book on cakes. But the next book will 
definitely be broader and include a lot more 
perspective and different cuisines.

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SPRING AWAKENING 
KICKS OFF IN NEW HOME

After years at Soldier Field, the Spring Awakening 
Music Festival is slated to kick off Friday in its new 
space in Addams/Medill Park on the Near West Side. 

Deadmau5, Steve Aoki and Kaskade are among 
the loo-plus electronic music acts scheduled to 
play on four stages and in a “silent disco” area at the 
three-day festival, which has been plagued by loca- 
tion issues for months. 

Copa America Centenario, an international soc- 
cer tournament, took over the festival’s usual space 
at Soldier Field. Plans to hold the event, which is 
in its fifth year, in Jackson Park on the South Side 
fell through months ago because of a conflict with 
the University of Chicago’s convocation ceremony 

Thousands of people are expected at the adults- 
only festival, which will be held northwest of the 


corner of 15th and Loomis streets. Gates are set to 
open at i p.m. each day Here’s what you need to 
know about attending Spring Awakening: 

Admission 

The main entrance is off Loomis Street, while the 
VIP entrance is along 15th Street. Three-day gen- 
eral admission and VIP wristbands are sold out. 
Single-day wristbands are selling for $99, plus fees, 
as of Thursday afternoon. Single-day VIP passes, 
which are available to patrons 21 years and older 
and offer access to special viewing areas and private 
bars, cost $150, plus fees. 

Transportation 

Festival reps are encouraging patrons not to drive. 
The park is a few blocks away from the i8th Street 
and Polk Pink Line stations. Nearby CTA bus 
routes include the No. 12-Roosevelt and No. 9 -Ash- 
land routes. 


Reps say shuttle service will be offered from Mc- 
Cormick Place for varying prices. Monitored bike 
parking is also slated to be available near Roosevelt 
Road and Ashland Avenue.

Monteverde named one of 
best restaurants of the year

Another day, another accolade for a Chicago 
restaurant: Food & Wine magazine this week 
named West Loop pasta temple Monteverde 
as one of “the 10 most exciting new places to 
eat in America now” 

In praise of chef Sarah Grueneberg, the 
magazine said that “she and her team make 
some of the most outstanding pasta in the 
country” 

On a phone call with Grueneberg, the chef 
said the honor is “incredible.” 

“We’re so lucky and blessed,” she said. “It’s 
a great list, and we’re really happy The team 
worked really hard. Now we’ll just keep try- 
ing to maintain, and keep pushing. That’s all 
we can hope for.” 

Since opening Monteverde in November 
2015, Spiaggia alum Grueneberg has been 
recognized locally and nationally for her 
work in the kitchen. Monteverde currently 
numbers 29 on Tribune food critic Phil Vet- 
tel’s list of the city’s best restaurants.

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‘Warcraff is bold and silly, 
and somehow it works

The skepticism has been whirling around 
“Warcraft” since the first trailer dropped 
for the epic fantasy adaptation of Blizzard 
Entertainment’s massively multiplayer 
online role-playing game, directed by 
visionary sci-fi auteur Duncan Jones. Ores, 
with feelings? And pierced tusks? No good 
can come of this. 

Critics have been gleefully sharpening 
their knives and have wasted no time in 
eviscerating the blockbuster franchise- 
launching hopeful. With that context, this 
may come as a surprise, but “Warcraft” isn’t 
all that bad. 

It’s all in the expectations, and the lower 
yours are, the more fun you might have. 
“Warcraft” isn’t going to win any awards, 
but it’s bold, unapologetic, hardcore 
fantasy There are times when it feels like 
watching an ’80s heavy metal album cover 
in cinematic form, which isn’t necessarily 
a bad thing. There’s an audacity in how it 
drops the audience into this fantasy land 
of ores, wizards and mages with little to 
no context or explanation. The film is 
preposterously silly, but somehow manages 
to be transporting. 

The problems the humans face in this 


world of “Warcraft” are all too familiar. 
They’re dealing with an immigration 
problem, as hordes of hulking, pony-tailed 
ores pour through a magical portal, their 
sights set on conquering this new realm 
with brute force and black magic. There’s 
dissent among the ranks of ores though, 
as Durotan (Toby Kebbell) strives for 
peaceful co-existence, and the evil Gul’dan 
(Daniel Wu) seeks total, apocalyptic 
domination. 

In the mix are knight Lothar (Travis 
Fimmel), King Wrynn (Dominic Cooper), 
and captured ore-human woman Garona 
(Paula Patton in egregiously bad green 
makeup), who are relying on the powerful 
wizard Medivh (Ben Foster) to save the 
kingdom. When Medivh’s powers are 
compromised, enterprising magical 
upstart Khadgar (Ben Schnetzer) jumps in. 
Patton’s saddled with a terrible costume, 
and Cooper is ridiculous, but it’s really 
hard to not enjoy Foster and Schnetzer 
going all-out with the over-the-top 
wizarding theatrics. 

Much of “Warcraft’s” marketing has 
centered around its technology and effects, 
bringing real performance to the CGI ores, 
and Jones does manage to land some of the 


emotional moments in the relationship of 
Durotan and wife Draka (Anna Galvin), 
who fear the dissolution of their family 
in the conflict between the ores. If only 
more of that had been directed to the 
interpersonal stories between the humans, 
which are slapdash or one-note. 

For better or for worse, Jones has made 
a film that looks and feels like playing 
a multiplayer role-playing game, using 
high-angle shots to drop into and pull out 
of this world via an aerial saga map. That 
might feel jarring or less than cinematic 
to some, but it’s a daring way to visually 
imagine how a game of this type and film 
might find a unifying aesthetic. The effort 
is noted. 

Proceed with caution to “Warcraft,” 
but there is entertainment to be found 
here. It’s certainly more absorbing than 
the lazily assembled ‘Alice Through the 
Booking Glass,” because Jones’ exertion 
and drive behind the film is palpable, if a 
bit sweaty 

Some will assume that it’s only for 
pre-existing fans and gamers, but if you’re 
open to some insane, sometimes inane, but 
uncompromising fantasy, you just might 
enjoy yourself
